| Wilkesbarre tonight, towns in the 
vicinity of Bloomsburg are experienc- 
ing the worst flood in their history. 
Three spans of the great steel bridge 
erected by the State at Catawassa were 
swept from the! early this aft- 
ernoon and this evening the two re- 
maining spans collapsed. The Penn- 
sylvania River bridge over Catawassa 
Creek went out this afternoon. 

The ice moved at Danville early in 
the afternoon and carried the great 
covered river bridge from its pliers. 
The bridge was 2000 feet in length. 

Industries along the Susquehanna 
River from Pittston to Nanticoke are 
closed down on account of the high 
water and in many places water is 
flowing into the mines. 

At Plymouth, the entire business 
section of the town is under water. 
The ice is gorged there and the water 
backed up so rapidly this afternoon 
that many families found it impossible 
to leave their homes and are now liv- 
ing on the upper floors. Communica- 
tion by railroad has been cut off. 

VAST SHEET OF WATER. 
(RY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.] 

WILKESBARRE (Pa.) March 9.— 
The flood situation here is more 
serious than it was yesterday. 
Today, the river is 30.6 feet above low- 
water mark. This is within nine 
inches of the high mark in the great 
flood of 1902. The temperature has 
fallen 20 deg. within the last five 
hours and this should bring some re- 
lief.

At Shickshinny, the people liv- 
ing in the lower portion of the town 
were forced today to leave their houses. 
At Plymouth, the greatest damage 
was done. Hundreds of houses in the 
southern part of the town have had 
their feundation walls weakened and 
it is feared that the dhigh water wii 
carry jhe superstructgires away.

The prosecution stated that it had 
no more witnesses ready to put on the 
‘stand, on account of the failure of 
several summoned officials of the Mor- 
mon church to appear. President Jo- 
peph F. Smith was asked to use his 
influence with the witnesses, and 
promised to get into communication 
with them if it was possible to do so. 
Loren Harmer, formerly a bishop of 
the Mormon church, today gave the 
first testimony in favor of the defense 
that has been offered thus far in the 
‘eight days of the hearings. He said he 
was convicted of the crime of adultery, 
and he believed Smoot was responsible 
for his arrest. The charge against 
Harmer was uniawful cohabitation 
with a woman not his wife, and not 
à prosecution on account of cohabi- 
tation with his plural wives. : 
President Smith and a number of 
the officials of the church who have 
‘been witnesses in the case today were 
excused.from further attendance, and 


they will return to Utah. 


SEVENTH DAY OF HEARINGS. 

[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

WASHINGTON, March 9.— The sev- 
enth day of the hearings in the Sen- 
ator Smoot case was opened before the 
Senate Committee on Privileges and 
Elections by Attorney Tayler for the 
prosecution, recalling President Jos- 
-eph F. Smith of the Mormon church 
to the stand. Smith was questioned 
as to the interview he gave a repre- 
Sentative of the Associated Press in 
1902, giving statistics in regard to the 
church and the number of polyga- 
mists in Utah. Smith had said the 
entire interview consisted of statistics, 
and that in that statement he had said 
‘nothing of the purpose of supporting 
the candidacy of Reed Smoot for- the 
Senatorship. On hearing the inter- 
view read, Smith admitted that he had 
been correctly quoted in regard to 
Smoot, and urged his election. 

Smith said he was acquainted with 
Benjamin Cluff, Jr., president of the 
Board of Faculty of the Brigham 
Young Academy, and that he is re- 
‘puted to be a polygamist. He also 


‘been that he took a plural wife, Lil- 
lian Hamlin, since the manifesto of 
1890. Smith said that had been a 
newspaper charge, and he had paid no 
attention to it. 

“The officers of the Mormon church 
‘are sensitive in regard to the charce 
that plural marriages have been per- 
formed since 1890, are they not?” 
Tayler asked. | 
: Smith said he thought they were 

very sensitive on the subject. He 
was asked then whether he had 
taken steps to run down the stories 
that the laws had been violated by 
officers of the church. He answered 
that the public charge did not con- 


cern him, and that if he took time 


to answer all the charges made 
against himself and other officials of 
the church he would have no time to 
do other work. 

Reference was made to the 
against George Teasdale, an apostle, 
and Smith was asked if he did not 
feel called upon in that case to make 
gome inquiry jn justice to the reputa- 
tion of the church.

_ @urred before I became president, and 
I know nothing about them.” 

“But now that you are president.

Smith said he weuld not investi- 
gate the case, because that was the 
duty of the lesser officials. .. 

Chairman Burrows asked in regard 
to the marriage ceremony perfomed 
in the chuch.

BOOK OF MORMON. 

Chairman Burrows asked the wit- 
ness to identify the Book of Mormon, 
and then, turning to the revelation of 
the prophet, Joseph Smith, he asked 
specifically in regard to the manner it 
was revealed, and was informed that it 
was revealed to him by God. 

Chairman Burrows asked if polyg- 
amy was taught in that book, and 
Smith answered that it was emphat- 
ically forbidden. 

Reading from the book, which is 
called the Morman Bible, Chairman 
burrows called attention to the wor!s 
of God in reference to David and Sol- 
omon and His displeasure because of 
the fact that he kept more than one 
wife and many concubines. He asked 
if that did not prohibit polygamy, and 
if that was the case, when was the 
law of the Lord changed in order to 
permit the. practice. 

Smith satd the book or the law had 
not been mddified, and that the chair- 
man had read only a part of the chap- 
ter. 

“Read further,” he said. 

Chairman Burrows read a verse 
where the Lord commands the chas- 
tity of women, but: still the witness 
said “Read on.” 

Two more verses were read, and 


these provoked like requests until the 


chairman objected. 

“I do not want to read the entire 
Bible,” he said. 

Smith took the book and read a 
verse which declared that when the 
Lord wanted His seed propagated, He 
would command it. This, the wit- 
ness declares, justifies polygamy when 
a person is commanded by the Lord 
to enter that state. He said the com- 
mand came to individuals as revela- 
tions from the Lord. 

Senator Dubois asked a number of 
questions in regard to the revelations 
received by Smith, but Van Cott, for 
the defense, objected to the character 
of the proceedings. He proceeded to 
discuss this to some extent, when Sen- 
ator Hoar interrupted. He said it was 
not his wish that any question be put 
to convey the impression to the minds 
of those present that, because of his 


strong conviction of the inconsistency 


and delusion of religious faith of the 
witness, he questioned the right of the 
State of Utah to elect a member of 
that faith to a seat in the United 
States Senate, provided the man 
elected had not violated any law of the 
land. 

Senator Dubois explained that he 
was not a lawyer, and it was his pur- 
pose to ask questions which a layman 
would be likely to understand, and he 
wanted a broad view taken in the in- 
vestigation. He then asked the wit- 
ness whether any revelations he had 
received had been sustained in the gen- 


of the hands of those present. 
witness answered that he had received 
no revelation sustained in that man- 
ner, and explained again that the in- 
dividuals, by living a moral life in the 
sight of the Lord, conld receive reve- 
lations if they were prayerful. He said 
the Lord would manifest His will for 
their guidance. Smith said that as 
he was absent from Utah during the 
prosecution under the Edmunds law, 
he was not, therefore, prosecuted. 

“Was there a warrant out for you?” 
asked Senator Dubois. 

“I can t it to you now,” re- 
‘sponded the witness with some snap. 
“It was returned to me.” 

“Then you were not at home look- 
ing after your wives?“ 

“I was not neglecting them en- 
tirely.“ 

JUST STANDING PAT. 

Replying to Mr. Hoar, Smith said he 
understood that conditions in the State 
of Utah justified him in the course 
he had taken. 

“On the other hand,” he said, “we 
have agreed not to solemnize any 
more plural marriages, and I don't 
believe,” he added, bringing dis 
clenched fist down on the table, “that 
that understanding has been vio- 
lated.”’ — 

Replying to Senator Depew, Smith 
said thet no new revelations are in- 
corporated in the Book of Mormon, but 
in the doctrine and covenants. : 
Senator Hoar asked some questions, 
bringing out the status of children un- 
der the law of inheritance. 

“The children of plural wives get 
only what is willed to them or to their 
mothers,” said the witness. “In my 
own case, I have made deeds to my 
different families.” 

He said, in reply to Worthington, 
that the Book of Mormon is not the 
Mormon Bible. 

“What is the Mormon Bible?” 

King James's translation of the 
Bible.“ We have no Bible except the 
Bible of other Christian people.” 

Replying to questions relating to his 
former testimony concerning Apostle 
Teasdale's plural since 1890, 
Smith said it was his understanding 
from Teasdale himself that at the 
time of that marriage Teasdale was 
sealed for enternity to an derly 
woman who had been his house deeper. 
Teasdale understood, said the #itness, 


that the woman was in no sense his 
legal wife’ when he married Mary 
Scoles. 


“His relation with her was just as 
chaste as with hj® sister?” 

“Precisely so,” the witness replied. 
He added that he had personally 
known of two other cases of “sealing 
for eternity,” and that the church 
sealed both for time and eternity. 

At the executive session of the 
committee before recess was taken, it 
was decided to allow a photograph to 
be taken of the committee-room tomor- 
row, but with no witnesses present.

Consideration was given to the pro- 
ceedings in executive session because 
of the unprintable character of the 
testimony and a dislike on the part 
of the committee to spread the facts 
before the country.

REGULAR SESSION.

~The Senate today passed a bill pro- 
hibiting the grazing of stock on the 
Bull Run forest reserve in Oregon.

partment.” 

Mr. Hoar said in explanation that 
complaint had been made to him by 
persons who have correspondence rel- 
ative to medical advice and remedies 
that their letters are interfered with 
under the regulations of the Postoffice 
Department. He thought it. probable 
that some methods for the relief of 
such persons could be devised.

He 
would be pleased to see many statues 
of Germans erected in the capital of 
the United States, men distinguished 
in science or the arts, such as Goethe 
or Wagner, for instance. 

“But,” he wefit on, “I do no leve 
that the erection of a statue ode 
— in this city is-in-ac- 
cord with t wishes of the people o 
the United States.” :

He said there is no single thing con 
nected with the history of Frederick 
that would make him an ideal for the 
people of the United States, except 
his courage and devotion to his peovie, 
which all must admire. 

“These qualities,“ continued Mr. Ra- 
con, “give Frederick his rank in his- 
tory, but it is inconsistent with the tra- 
ditions and hopes of the people of the 
United States that there should be 
erected here a Monument to the mem- 
ory of the man, who, perhaps, to a 
greater extent than any other man of 
nv dern times, was a type of abso- 
lutism.

CANAL COMMISSION. 
TAFT DISCUSSES 
[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.1 
WASHINGTON, March 9.—The sub- 
committee of the Senate Committee on 
Inter-Oceanic Canals today heard Sec- 
retary Taft relative to legislation for 


the government of the canal zone. The 


Secretary strongly recommended leg- 
islation by Congress clothing the Ca- 
nal Commission with legislative, ex- 
ecutive and judicial and administra- 
tive power over the canal strip, under 
protection of the President. He was. 
opposed to any judicial control, and 
stated that if there are two boards, 
“you will have trouble on your hands 
all the time.” 

He said provision for extradition 
should be made, and that tariff duties 
should be imposed on goods coming 
from the canal strip to the United 
States as from foreign countries, in 
order to prevent smuggling. The com- 
mittee should have power to fix rates 
on duty on goods going into the strip 
from the United States and foreign 
countries. 

Secretary Taft was asked if the com- 
mission should be placed under the 
War Department, and replied that the 
department was not seeking any such 
responsibility, and that Admiral Walk- 
er, chairman of the commission, was 
very much opposed to any such action. 
He pointed out, however, that the War 
Department with its insular bureau had 
the machinery for doing the work of 


the commissjgn. 
Secretary expressed the opinion 
that, by the treaty, all powers of 


sovereignty over the canal zone had 
passed to the United States, although 
actual sovereign in express terms 
had not been su dered, He thought 
the commission should have about the 
same power as was given the Philip- 
pine Commission. The commission 
could be authorized to pass laws oper- 
ative until disapproved by the Presi- 


dent. 

Speaking of the placing of the Canal 
Commission under the jurisdiction of 
the War Department, the Secretary said

needs. Upon the basis of facts, and 
of legitimate conclusions drawn from 
them, the association appeals to the 
American people for the maintenance 
of such a just and wise policy upon 
the part of the Executive and Con- 
gress in dealing with these helpless 
wards of the nation as may discour- 
age fraud and violence, promote edu- 
cation, obedience to law, and honor- 
able labor and finally result in the 
complete absorption of the Indian 
into the common life of the nation. 


In regard to the Indian service in 


general, the report says: 

“The association has never ceased 
to urge that ne one should be ap- 
pointed as Indian agent without first 
being subjected to some test to ascer- 
tain his fitness for the place, in pref- 
erence to the system that has long 
been in vogue of usually selecting a 
man solely because he had the back- 
ing of politicians. The pernicious re- 
sults of this policy have been dwelt 
upon stantly in our publications, 
but no improvement has been made in 


naming m for those agencies that 
are still maintained, Early in the 
year just closed, the association 
brought this matter to the attention 
of Pres t Roosevelt in a letter, the 


purpose of | ‘which was not to arraign 
individual ts for their delinquen- 
cies, but call attention to the de- 
fectiveness al the system and suggest 
the possibility of subjecting the appli- 
cants to some test. thereby putting a 
check on purely partisan pressure 
upon the Executive. Although the 
number of agencies has since been 
reduced to twenty-five, which dis- 
placed several of the agents referred 
to in general terms, the conditions 
are practically the same.” 

Brief reference is made in the re- 
port to the case of the Warner Ranch 
Indians, and the steps that were 
taken to secure for these Igdians a 
diserable piece of land, in place of 
their ancestral home, from which they 
were recently .ejected, much against 
their will. Following this is a state- 
ment in regard to the needy Indians 
of Northern California, many of 
whom, it appears, are in great need 
of assistance and protection from un- 
serupulous whites. It will surprise 
many to know that there are upward 
of 420 settlements and over 13,000 of 
these Indians seattered about the 
State, who are landless squatters, ex- 
isting by sufferance, on corners of 
ranches belonging to white men, and 
liable to eviction at a moment's no- 
tice. Indeed, quite a number of 
them have not even such a temporary 
resting place, but are kept constantly 
“on the move.” 

The Northern California Indian As- 
sociation, formed a few years ago 
with a view to improving the condi- 
tion of these people, has been conduct- 
ing mission work in a few localities, 


| but the efforts thus far put forth show 


Clearly the extent of the field still un- 
covered, and the need for a careful 
and thorough investigation. A me- 
morial was presented by the associa- 
tion to the President, on the occasion 
of his last visitto California, reciting 
the wrongs inflicted on these Indians 
by gold hunters and others, which re- 
duced them to destitution and pau- 
perism, and urging that the govern- 
ment make some provision for these 
unfortunate people, “who are so in 
need of help and yet have not even 

guilty of fighting for their own 
rights. The report sayg: 

“The matter was brought to the at- 
tention of the Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs by a representative of the as- 
sociation. The Commissioner ex- 
pressed great interest in the project 
to remedy existing eonditions, but 
said the Indian Office had no funds 
available to purchase land for these 
Indians, or to employ a suitable per- 
son to make a proper investigation of 
their needs. He said relief must 
come through Congress, and he ad- 
vised that the California Association 
ascertain the numbereof Indians, the 
available tracts of land on which they 
might be located, and all other neces- 
sary data. and appeal to Congress. 
This information secured, and a 
proper public sentiment developed, es- 
pecially in California, the Commis- 
sioner believed that something defi- 
nite might be accomplished.” 

The California Association has since 
made a thoreugh study of the condi- 
tions and needs of these Indians, and 
a memorial has been prepared for 
submission to Congress. The secre- 
tary of the association, in writing to 
the head office, says: 

“The more we look into the history 
of our Northern California Indians, 
the more clearly it is evident that of 
ali black pages of our ‘century of dis- 
honor’ this is the blackest. If we had 
the means to get evidence of the de- 
tails that make up this record of rob- 
bery and oppression, it would surprise 
even you, who are somewhat used 
to such accounts.”

PRACTICAL BENEFACTION. 

The New York Independent of 
February 25 contains an article by N. 
O. Nelson descriptive of the home for 
consumptives which he has established 
near Indio, Cal., with some account of 
its practical working. Mr. Nelson is a 
wealthy manufacturer, being at the 
head of the N. O. Nelson Manufactur- 
ing Company, with headquarters in and 
near St. Louls. His reasons for estab- 
lishing a sanitarium for consumptives 
inm@the locality named are given in part 
as follows: 


It has long been known as peculiarly 
favorable for consymption and kindred 
diseases. The dryness, the warmth, the 
low altitude, all help. Open alr treat- 
ment is now universally accepted as 
j the best for tuberculosis. The days are 
all warm, there is no moisture, and thus 
tenting is practicable and agreeable. 
Camp life begets simplicity. Plain liv- 
ing makes high vitality. The low alti- 
tude and ‘heavy’ air give larger oxygen 
supply for the limited amount of air 
that one or two half-closed lungs can 
inhale. Open air, sunshine, plain, sound 
diet, will overcome the most prosperous 
colony of tuberculil. This is borne out 
by the fact that In these two winters, 
out of a total of about fifty consump- 
tives, our camp has had but two funer- 
als, one a suicide after’four days’ stay, 
and one death after a week's stay. 
Some have been ordered home from 
other places, have come here and are 
proceeding to get well.“ 

Mr. Nelson started the camp in De- 
cember, 1902, intending it as “a tent 
camp for invalids and the financially 
stranded.” There is certainly, as Mr. 
i Nelson says, a superabundance of this 
class of invalids in California. “Hotels 
and boarding-houses refuse them, hos- 
pitals ire hopelessly overcrowded, 
sanitariums are few and expensive, be- 
yond the reach of the great majority.” 
The climate on the seaward side of the 
mountains is not favorable for the cure 
of tuberculosis. “Patients come on the 
general reputation of sunshine, oranges 
and winter lilies; they find a cold recep- 
tion; they have littie means or none; 
they are outcasts." Touched by condi- 
tions so pathetic, Mr. Nelson was 
moved to provide for this class of un- 
fcrtunates “a place to go and be wel- 
come; a place economical for those who 
have some means, and moderate outlay 
in keeping those who cannot pay, with 
all climatic conditions at their best; 
th's,” he declares, seemed more needed 
in this delusive Southland than any- 
where else, though much needed every- 
where.” Mr. Nelson's interesting article 
closes as follows: 


“Sanitariums crowd people ee: 
they are jostled and depressed by 
mass of invalids, they dwell on ae 
ailments, they are much Indoors. 
In camp they live apart by ones or 
twos—many of them have a well com- 
panion; they have something to dsa, 
they are in the sunshine and look out 
on the mountains and hear the bir is 
all day, and sleep in the open tent, and 
some of them outside the tent. They 
have no worry about fading means; 
they see healthy people and active 
outdoor work about them. The weil 
companions, men and women, can get 
regular word and invalids can work if 
able. I ‘bought 125 acres of land abut- 
ting on Indio Station, an important 
division point on the Southern Pacific, 
with rallroad, hotel, shops, and exten- 
sive yards, a village of about 50 houses 
and 300 people. This tract I have im- 
proved for beauty and use—with deep 
wells and pumping plant for irrigating 
and domestic water supply. Besides 
the camp proper I mean to Have this 
land in high cultivation for invalids to 
enjoy and convalescents to work and 
live on temporarily. Desert land is ex- 

ingly fertile when watered, and the 
cro are extra valuable for being 
early. Cantaloupes are a favorite crop, 
ripening early tr June and yielding as 
high as $400 anacre. Alfalfa hay yields 
up to 15 tons a year in ten cuttings. 
The winters are delightful, the sum- 
mers are hot. Invalidgs are benefited 
fully as much by the summer heat, 
though the contrasts of winter climatic 


favored as a winter resort. 

“The settlers of the valley are in 
large part those who came as a last 
resort to preserve life. Very few in- 
deed have failed to complete recovery. 
A transient stay is useless; there 
should be-a settied determination to re- 
main until completely well, and per- 
haps for life. 

“Tenting is common in mang parts 
of the arid and semi-arid West, put 
there are few places that 
complete dryness, high oxygen, econ- 
omy and facilities. On the elastic

This is indeed a work of practical 
philanthropy. There are few wealthy 
men who have it In their hearts to em- 
ploy their wealth to so good advantage 
for the benefit of their less fortunate 
fellow-men as N. O. Nelson is doing 
in this beneficent enterprise. If more 
men of wealth were so well disposed, 
the sum total of human suffering would 
thereby be immeasurably reduced, and 
the sum total of human happiness 
would be correspondingly increased.

PARIS, March 9.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Col. Marchand, the hero of Fa- 
shoda, in the course of an interview 
published in the Matin today, is quoted

On this committee 
Dr. O. S. Barnum and Mrs. A. 8. C. 
Forbes were appointed, and the confer- 
ence was held yesterday. 

There was the most complete co- 
working of all the interests. Mr. Moore 
expressed himself as well satisfied to 
let California boss its own job, and a 
letter was read from F. A. Hyde of San 
Francisco, president of the Callfornia 
Automobile Club, saying that South- 
ern California is ogra, and we are 
ready to fall in line and cioperate in 
every way possible.”

The appearance of the fire engines 
caused a horse drawing a single buggy 
to run away, and one occupant, a man, 
jumped and saved himself. The oth- 
er occupant, Fannie Gillespie. was 
thrown out, the wheels of the buggy 
‘passed over her leg. breaking it above 
the knee. She was removed to the 
hospital. 

Bresed Bros. were heavy losers. One 
hearse and two dead wagons were 
burned, loss about 73500, and one of 
their well-known pair of white horses 
perished. In trying to save the horses 
Mut Webdster, a driver, was seriously 
burned,

It is possible to 
follow both at the same time, but 
while one may make you feeP good, the 
other won't make you enough money to 
buy many houses out on Pico Heights, 


with beautiful views and eastern ex- 


posures. 

This Golden Rule in the south end of 
town is as costly as an auto.

This may be a good horse for a piker 
to get rich on, but as the dave 
the number or sports that will dave to 
be shown the documents is rapidly in- 
creasing, and the crowd should be- 
come larger. A horse is a good horse 
only when he wins, and when he can't 
or doesn't is worse than Hon- 
duran, who never did win a race in 
his life. If the sports persist in play- 
ing Golden Rule every time he starts, 
they could make just as much money 
betting Madam Bishop at 10 to 1 or 
Innsbruck at 100 to 1. A skate that 
never gets within sight of the finish 
is considerably more of a race horse 
than the one that loses nine tenths of 
the races that he is favorite in. 


GOLDEN RULE BAD THING. 
Apropos of these few remarks it 
might be stated that the Rule dumped 
‘em good and- hard yesterday. He 
opened the favorite as usual, for ev- 


ery bit of the talk around the ring 
was, “Golden Rules a cinch today.”

WATER COMMISSIONERS say 
‘THEY ‘WILL RAISE MONEY. 


tion Work Must be Curtailed for 
Next Five Months. 


Beginning this month the Water 
Commission will be forced to curtail 
expenditures for betterments in the 
system in order to meet the payments 
of interest and sinking fund on the 
water bonds. Thus far this year no 
money has been set aside for the pur- 
pose, and in order to raise the amount 
necessary from the revenues of the 
next five months there must be gen- 
eral retrenchment in the water de- 

The Water Commissioners have fig- 
ured a plan whereby they hope to have 
the full amount.of money in the water 
revenue fund when the tax levy is 
fixed next August without in the mean 
time seriously crippling the work of 
the department. It has proved a prob- 
lem somewhat difficult of solution be- 
cause of large contracts for supplies 
and the necessity of forward 
the work of extending the water sys- 
tem over the large area covered by the 
city. Considerable hardship may be 
worked by the necessity of curtailing 
the expenditures for the next few

time for fixing the tax levy the Coun- 
efi must provide the money through 
the levy. Should the $337,000 West Side 
water bonds and the $150,000 impound- 
ing reservoir bonds be voted and add- 
ea to the $2,000,000 water bonds the 
amount which the Water Commission 
must set aside in the next five months 
will approximate $150,000.

Just who is to inherit the estate left 
by the late Maj. H. F. Bulwer is be- 
coming a crucial question—that is if 
there is any estate to inherit. The af- 
fairs of the deceased were left in a 
rather mixed-up condition, and though 
appraised at $54,000, there are claims 
againgt. it amounting to $37,000. It is 
_Problematical whether the oil and 
mining stock will realize the appraised 
value. 

Mrs. Mary K Bulwer, the widow, is 

the sole devisee under the will and is 
now residing in London, Eng. Her in- 
terests are being looked after by C. 8. 
Harrison & Co., Bedford Row, 
W. C., and Public Administrator Mc- 
Garvin has received a communication 
from them relative to the estate left 
to their client, and, incidentally, to the 
daughter, who_is supposed to be living 
at Manchester, Eng. The extract from 
the London Mail, in which the daugh- 
ter’s claim is set out was published by 
The Times -yesterday, and aroused a 
good deal of interest among the very 
many persons in the cKy who thought 
they knew Maj. Bulwer and his family 
history fairly well. 2 

It it is a fact that there is a daugh- 
ter of the deceased alive, then, as the 
British Vice-consul asserts she will 
have standing in court here, but in the 
meantime, the Public Administrator

fixed by the supervisors of cities and 
counties, or the eit» council or other 
governing bodies. of incorporated 
cities; said exhibitions must comply 
with the rules and regulations as the 
sald supervisors, city councils or other 
governing bodies of cities and towns 
shall prescribe by ordinance.”

A month ago Mrs. Edith M. Worthen 
was in court trying to get a divorce 
from her husband, W. R. Worthen, 
but was one of the exceptional few who 
could not make out a case complete 
enough to satisfy the court. At that 
time Judge Allen suid that he would 
give the contestants a month to think 
the matter over and try and arrange 
so that past differences might be for- 
gotten and that they might live to- 
gether again. Judge Allen thus ad- 
vised as the proceeding had not passed 
from his jurisdiction with a mere denial 
of the divorce. Under a recent amend- 
ment to the statute where a divorce is 
denied it is still within the power of 
the court to order an allowance for 
maintenance.

“FLOATERS” AGAIN. 

THEIR LEGALITY IMPUGNED. 

A case involving on its face a good 
deal of hardship was argued before 
Judge Smith yesterday, in which Ed- 
ward Rice was seeking release by the 
habeas corpus route. Horace Bell ap- 
peared far the petitioner, and City Dep- 
uty District Attorney Beebe represented 
Chief Elton and the city. 

Rice was in court with his wife and 

child during the hearing, after which 
the matter was submitted on briefs. it 
appeared that January 10, 1903, Rice 
was arrested as a “vag,” and upon the 
advice of one of the officers he pleaded 
guilty to the charge and was released 
on $5 bail pending sentence, which was 
set for three days later. He put up the 
$5 bail and was then told that if he left 
the city or got out of the way it would 
be all right and the matter would drop. 
Acting upon that advice Rice did not 
return for sentence, and at that time 
the city justice declared his bail for- 
feited and imposed a sentence of 480 
days in the City Jalil. 
a Attorney Beil stated that Rice is no 
vag. that he is not an idle and dis- 
solute person, and that he had not 
been eight hours in the city at the time 
of his arrest. He said that his client 
came from San Francisco to try and 
improve his condition, leaving his fam- 
ily behind until he could get settled. 
When released he returned north, and 
when he did return he brought his wife 
and child with him. Then he was re- 
arrested and the old charge arose in 
judgment against him. Under the cir- 
cumstances Hell contended that Rice 
could have no recourse save by way of 
habeas corpus. 

“As I understand the law,“ int 
lated Judge Smith, “I can't try this 
case Over again on habeas corpus. But 
there is a peculiarity. Do I understand 
that after he hati pleaded guilty he wus 
admitted to $5 bail? Is that in the rec- 
ord? How is that?” 

Reger Beebe said that to be candid 
with the court, the case is one of the 
formes of “floaters,” and expressed his 
desire that the court should make a 
ruling on it. But nevertheléss Mr. 
Beebe refused to argue the merits of 
the case inasmuch as he contended that 
Rice is now legally held on a charge 
that has been piaced against him in the 
interim and for which he ts to be 
brought up in court on March 14. 

But Bell was insistent that his client 
should not be held on the first charge
